" Much is known of the material 
culture of lite Iroquois and much 
also of their governmental system 
and their social laws. That not all 
is known is conceded, but enough to 
place them conspicuously before 
historians and ethnographers as the 
Indians of Indians, as the most 
splendid of barbaric men. It will 
lie found of interest, therefore, to 
bring before students for correlation 
the small portion of their literature 
contained in this volume. 

" The mythology of the Iroquois 
differs in form Irom that ot many 
oiber of the American races* Iro- 
quois tales weie of st length, ol great 
deeds, of nature and the fore 
nature, 'standing out in strikiug 
contrast to the tbinsy conceptions of 
the Algonquin*,' as some one has re- 
marked. They are the classics of all 
Ihe unwritten liteialure of the 
American nhoiigines. 

" The Iroquois were a people who 
loved to weave language in fine 
metaphor and delicate allusion ami 
possessed a language siugulaily 
adapteil for this purpose. They 
were unconscious poets, and some 
of their tales seem to have been 
chanted in blank verse, the rhythm 
and swing of the motor in their 
estimation giving an added delight 

to the story. When the legends are- 
told to white men the delicate word 
weave is seldom revealed, and never 
il the legend is told in English. 
The translation robs it of much of 
its intended charm and grace, for 
the Indian .seems to think that the 
pale invader may laugh at his 
metaphors or deride him for reveal- 
ing that such fine emotions exist 
within a stoic's breast. Thus, it is 
that so many legends appear puerile 
and without pertinency which in the 
vernacular aie strong and full of 
meaning." — Myths and Lengends

Reply inc to a question as to the 
12 most eminent men iu history, 
excluding Kiblical character's, 
William E Curtis, writing iu the 
Chicago Record Herald, sa\s : I 
would rank first ot the 12, Kuddha, 
a mau of humble origin, who was 
bom in a little village iu the Uinta- 
laya Mountains in Ihe year 590 B C. 
aud died iu 472 B o. 

He taught simple and sublime 
faith, which has been accepted by 
a larger number of people than any 
other. And it is the highest source 
of gratification to the Buddhist be- 
lievers that no drop of blood was 
ever shed iu the propaganda The 
adherents of the Buddhist faith 
today number about 400,000,000. 
The foundation of the religion 
preached by KudJIia is defined as 
the four noble truths — love of man- 
kind, holy calm, the suppression of 
desire, aud the protection of life. 
True Kuddhists will nevei kill an 
animal or even an ins. 

Next in influence perhaps, aud 
with almost as many followers as 
Kuddha, is Coufucius, a Chinese 
philosopher, who lived fiom 550 10 
408 B C. lie taught no religion, 
bin was a great moralist, aud his 
maxims are tbe loundatiou of 
Chinese morals, law, justiue and 
system of government. With ihe 
great majority of the Chinese, 
education is limited to tbe study of 
his maxims. 

Mahomet, the camel driver, (563- 
642 AD), the founder of tbe 
Moslem religion and the author of 
the Koran, has probably exercised 
as much influence as sny man who 
ever lived except Kuddha and 
Confucius, although be was illiter- 
ate and his teachings are mostly 
plagiarism fiom the Old Testament. 
The followers of Mahomet to day 
number uot less thau 300,000,000, 
and the adherents of no religion aie 
more sincere, devoted and scrupu- 
lous in practicing the principles of 
their faith. 

l'ei haps Constantino the Great 
(272-327 AD), the Roman Kin- 
peror, who first accepted and re 
eonized the Christian religion, 
should be numbered next, for he 
was the founder of both the Greek 
and Roman Catholic Cliurches. 
During his reign and through his 
influence Christianity was sub- 
stituted for paganism in the civilized 
nations of the earth. 

Martin Luther (1183-1546), the 
founder of the Protestant faith, I 
think should come next, and after 
him Charlemagne (7S2-814.) who 
may be leiraed the founder of mo- 
dem civilization, for during bis 
reign began the movements which 
developed the present couditious of 
society and government. 

Alfred the Great of England 
901) should perhaps be rauked 
before Charlemagne, but is placed 
aftei him because he lived a hun- 
dred years later. He wa» tbe foun- 
der of law courts, trial by jury, 
aud first overthrew the doctrine 
that " might makes tight," which 
had prevailed among human beings 
in his reign. He was the fltst to 
establish la a practical manner tbe 
principle that reason should lie mote 
respected thau force. Alfied the

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Thb Minnesota Association of tbe 
Deaf met in convention last Septem- 
ber, in St. Paul. It was the thir- 
teenth biennial convention of the or- 
ganization, and for good and pro- 
gressive and effective work it stands 
high among the leading State or- 
ganizations — perhaps right at the 
top. 

The proceedings of the recent 
convention in St. Paul cover seventy- 
six octavo pages, and the book is a 
model of typography and make-up, 
and good press work. It is embel- 
lished with halftone portraits of the 
officers and a group picture of the 
personnel of the convention. 

The Association was incorporated 
over ten years ago, and has to-day a 
membership of about three hun- 
dred, and funds to the amount of 
$2,847,10. 

The business proceedings of the 
convention are very interesting, and 
the addresses made deserve to be 
read by all of the educated deaf in 
this country. They enunciate prin- 
ciples that are recognized and up- 
held in other States as well as in 
Minnesota. 

That the convention attracted 
attention and compelled the respect 
of the hearing world, is evidenced by 
the presence of the Governor of the 
State, and the Secretary of the Mayor 
of St. Paul, as well as other gentle- 
men of position and power in State 
and city affairs. 

Governor W. S. Hammond, in his 
address of welcome to tbe Associa- 
tion members, said : — 

" No one can fail to be impressed 

with tbe great victories, that have 

been won by people who are deaf, in 

overcoming, to a very great degree, 

disability."

"Whatever the State of Min- 
nesota does for you in the way of 
maintaining a school for you is not 
in any sense a matter of charity.

These 
so-called special schools are merely 
public schools arranged to meet tbe 
needs of different classes of our 
people.

If 
I came here thinking that you need- 
ed any srx r or sympathy, 1 
would be unworthy of your confi- 
dence. I would not instil in your ', 
mind that because you have to meet 
unusual obstacles you must have 
unusual consolation. You want 
more than the average 
human sympathy which we owe to 
all humanity. Furthermore, the 
great credits in life do not belong to 
those who wbo have triumphed 1 



In replying to the Governor's 
Address of Welcome, Mr. Jay C. 
Howard, of Duluth, Minn., made a 
fine response, confining his remarks 
chiefly to education and tbe methods 
employed. Subjoined are two ex- 
tracts : — 

"In Minnesota we have public 
officials who really know something 
about the deaf and their needs and 
are willing and glad to learn more. 
They are not easily misled by theo- 
rists and faddists, wbo have some 
particular and epoch-making method 
to exploit, and who will sacrifice the 
deaf child in an endeavor to prove 
the practicability of their theories. 
These theorists, when successful 
with some particularly apt subject, 
do not count the hundreds of failures 
and ruined lives, they will some day 
answer for to God." 

***** 

" But this does not mean that we 
would not have speech and lip-read- 
ing. We do not propose to be a 
deaf variety of tbe human race 
and flock by ourselves. The very 
fact that there is, on an average, but 
one deaf person to every i ,500 of 
population, precludes the possibility 
of such a state. Many deaf people, 
especially those who have lost their 
hearing after having acquired 
speech, can speak and even read tbe 
lips to a practical extent. When 
children, who have acquired natural 
speech before becoming deaf, are 
sent to school, we would urge that 
every means be used to preserve 
their speech and improve it. We 
would urge, too, that such children 
as may acquire some speech, to be 
used among their home folks and 
immediate friends, be given the op- 
portunity to do this. But what we 
are unalterably opposed to is the 
propaganda of the oralists, who 
place speech and lip-reading above 
education or the grace of God, and 
sacrifice every thing to give the deaf 
child vocal utterance that is often so 
unnatural that it does more to set 
him apart from bis fellow-beings 
than does tbe mere fact of his deaf- 
ness." 

In an extensive line of resolutions, 
the association comes down strongly 
in opposition to " single method" 
teaching, and emphatically upholds 
the Combined System, while recom- 
mending tbe oral method as " as one 
of the methods" to be employed. 

Tbe appendix contains the text of 
State laws affecting the deaf — the 
Day School Law, Law regarding 
Impostors, Compulsory Education 
Law, Division for the Deaf in the 
State Labor Burean, Law requiring 
Interpreters — also Article of Incor- 
poration and By-Laws of the As- 
sociation, and the roll of member* 
ship of the Association.

The application of the title pachy- 
derm to my last papers appearing in 
the Journal must have struck home 
and inflamed the wrath of Mr. Fac- 
ing-both-ways, the unwavering and 
untiring member of both the N. A. 
D. and N. P. S. D., that he present- 
ly allowed his reason to depart from 
him and rushed headlong into print. 
His latest effusion in the Journai 
offers a good example both of his lo- 
gic and his style of writing. He- 
has been very considerate of me, in 
fact, he says many nice things of 
the genus Goldberg, and I might re- 
turn the compliments, however, this 
is no time for hypocritical expres 
sions of politeness, false professions 
of friendship, but to demand the 
rights of the N. A. D. to the sup- 
port of the deaf in America, irrespec- 
tive of any other organization.

Doubtless his paper was intended 
to excite risibilities at my expense, 
and it really amused me more than 
I care to say, particularly because a 
man who allows his temper to get 
the better of his judgment is always 
a funny sight to those of calmer 
mind, and in the present instance 
Mr. Facing- both-ways offers a spec- 
tacle that would have drawn a smile 
even from Herakleitos, who, accord- 
ing to tradition, spent his life iu 
weeping over the wretched condition 
of mankind, especially such as the 
New England deaf, who are so 
miserably poverty stricken they 
must figure on the quid pro quo of 
fifty cents per year or perish of 
starvation!

It begins 
to dawn on me that, when one 
speaks of conditions relating to the

card. It appears Fraternal Socie- 
ties have given a technical signifi- 
cance to the word "assessment" 
that enable them to cover up a 
multitude of fine work. 

It develops " Frats" pay only 
"fixed sums," made standard by 
the National Fraternal Congress, 
but assessments— never I I can- 
didly own up to being " fearfully 
short" on Fraternal Frenzied Pitt- 
ance, but I trust no one has been 
deceived by this correction. 

Moreover, if I am mistaken in sup- 
posing that " fixed sum" eating up 
all the spare cash most " Frats" 
care to apply to association work, I 
am unfeignedly glad to know it, and 
yet it would appear all the more 
mercenary to refrain from joining 
the N. A. D. , because of the puerile 
reasons advanced by the New Eng- 
land writer. 

It is news to me that I invited the 
invidious attacks on the N. A. I)., 
by reverting to the N. F. S. D, in my 
discussions. ' I had the impression 
that the New England writer started 
this pachydermatous parade when 
he advised against holding the next 
N. A. D. convention at Hartford, 
and in his expose of the stinginess of 
the N. A. D , he worked iu a boost 
for the N. F. S. D. 

I took exception to this, and if 
Mr. Facing-both-ways is hoping to 
palliate his running down the N. A. 
I) by saying I forced his hand, he 
pays me a tribute I do not deserve. 
It was the Yankee that originated 
this controversey. This method of 
defense, which attempts to excuse 
the faults of one set of men by de- 
claring that those of another set are 
just as bad, is an ad homineum argu- 
ment that is vulgarly ex; 
the well-known phrase of " you are 
another," an argument that carries 
great weight among pugnacious 
schoolboys, but one that does not 
reflect much credit upon a man, and 
especially upon one who regards 
himself as in a measure the defeudcr 
of N. P. S I), ethics. 

In the course of his wagging the 
elephant's tail, our friend finds it 
opportune to introduce Mr. P. T. 
Barn um to his readers. Mr. Baruttm 
is chiefly remembered for having 
asserted the American public love to 
be humbugged, but I should not 
want anyone to feel this principle 
extends to the " Frats," notwith- 
standing a vast amount of humbug 
has cropped up in its defense. The

common interests of the deaf. It 
believes that their interests are so 

- rrelated and so interwoven with 
each other, that whatever operates to 
advantage or disadvantage of one 
will ultimately operate to the advan- 
tage or disadvantage of all. It is 
iu many respects also an ethical 
organization, and stands nncompro 
misingly for the conduct"of the deaf 
upon a high moral plane. Its pro- 
gram includes education, organiza- 
tion and legislation. It has always 
sought the benefit of all, rather than 



pedal profit of a single class of 
individuals. Thus from its incep- 
tion the keystone of N. A. D ac- 
tivity has been education, org 
zation and legislation ; not in a self- 
ish, narrow and small way, but for 
the general good of the whole of the 
deaf and for the general good of hu- 
manity. It is BpOfl these broad and 
lilwral lines that it expects the cor- 
dial support of all the deaf. And it 
believes also that its broad and hu- 
manitarian policy entitles it to the re- 



spect and gratitude of the N. F. S. D. 
and of all other Societies of and for 
the deaf. 

In its attitude toward reformatory 
measures it has been at once 
both progressive and conservative. 
It is willing that new educational 
methods for teaching the deaf shall 
be proposed and tested, but it insists 
upon holding fast to that which has 
been proved to be good. 

At any rate, in so far as the N. A. 
D. is concerned, the working deaf 
must not ueckoti with the quid pro 
quo in the sense that they get their 
money back. 

It is only in monetary matters 
that there is no come back in the N. 
A. D. In every other way the bene- 
fits conferred upon the deaf both in 
and out of the orgaiuzaiou are in- 
calculable. It is just here that the 
antipodes loom up, and my readers 
will readily observe there was no 
figure} of speech iu making the re- 
mark.

The rally given on January 19 by 
the Sphinx Club was a complete 
success, despite the unpropilious 
weather conditions.

As matters 
now Stand, there are 163 Cads paid 
up to 1917, 150 Nads paid up to 1916, 
aud 31 Nads paid up to 1917, or tak- 
ing the 40 members of the Sphinx 
Club, practically 70 Nads are guar- 
anteed at Ibis eaily dale to 1917. 
Considering that the state is in the 
afterglow of the recent Convention, 
these figures are highly satisfactory. 

The figures represent chiefly 
members from the counties border- 
ing on San F ancisco Bay, and 
with Ihe aid of the southern and 
interior sections of Ihe stale, they 
can be largely increased. The rally 
was such a success that a repetition 
is being talked of. 

Word has Iteeu received from the 
home office of the National Frater- 
nal Society of the Deaf that the 
state examiner has been over the 
books of the Society. The Society 
has nearly 33J% more money in the 
Reserve Fund than statutory 
requirements demand. In other 
woids had the Society and stock on 
the market, it would be selling at 
$133.00.

The issue of the Silent Hoosier of 
January 10ih, contained a report of 
the third meeting of the Efficiency 
Committee, held at Philadelphia, 
November 15ih-18ih. The most in- 
teresting pait of it is the report of 
Dr. Pinlner and Mr. Patterson, 
who had made tests of deaf children 
in three schools. Among the things 
that impressed us in the repot t 
were the following: 

1. The Binet-Siinon test, largely 
a word and language lest, may not 
justly be applied to deitf children, 
• use the deaf child is so largely 
cut i/fT from language experience 
which Ihe hearing child has. 

2. The deaf child is about three 
years behind the hearing child in 
learning ability. 

3. The deaf I toy and the deaf 
girl are SS j S sI in learning ability, 
while ihe hearing girl is superior to 
the lies ring boy. 

4. There is practically no differ- 

tween the learning ability of 
the 1 1 tally deaf and tbe 

ily deaf, and as far as 
the tests showed, no difference be- 
tween the totally aud the paitially 
deaf. 

5. Classifying pupils in four 
groups, as Bright, Normal, Back- 
ward and Dull, the tests show that 
onlyaboiit nine per cent cm be class 
ed as Bright, while the largest n*»r- 

ibitttt 40, are found in the 
Dull clans. If further tests estab- 
lish Ihe correctness of this til 
ficaiiou, then we think there is in it 
a valuable suggestion to teachers of 
the deaf not to expect too much of 
their pupils, Itccuise they ate na- 
t.irally unable to do Ihe best work. 

6. Dr. A. Duncan Y<»cum, P 
feasor of Educational Research and 
in the University of 
le an address 
11, and Is 
as follow*. : 
Referring to essentials and non- 
nlials and to immediacy of 
ulness, Dr. V,< urn said il 
•trine to proclaim 
" Find out what interests children, 



and you know what to teach; And 
out when it interests them, and you 
know when to teach it.'' Essential 
things are not useful becau-e they 
are interesting; they must be made 
interesting because they are useful 
essentials. Because things are 
naturally interesting or ready of 
development in a particular school 
grade is no reason why they should 
be taught there; because they re- 
spond to natural interest at a later 
period or can be more readily devel- 
oped then, is no reason why their 
teaching should be postponed — 
immediacy of usefulness, not im 
mediacy of natuialness, should 
control — and in all things, the 
essential should be winnowed from 
the non-essential which burdens 
text, teacho: and method of to-day." 
There is plenty of scope for dis- 
cussion and difference of opinion 
in the above. We have heard 
teachers of experience :irguo that 
the best way to teach is to follow 
the line of the child's interest, while 
Dr. Duncan gives flist piao 
the useful anil essential. We most 
earnestly say " An en 1 " to the clos- 
ing words of the paragraph : "In 
all things the essential should be 
winnowed from the noo-esseutlal 
which burdens text, teacher and 
method of to-day." We believe that 
there is a vast waste of lime iu 
teaching non essentials in all 
schools, whether for deaf or hearing 
children. — Minnesota Companion
